Toronto—Six war service organ- 
izations which ordinarily appeal to 
vthe public separately for funds have 
united in one drive for $5,182,165 un- 
der the name of “The Canadian War 
Services Fund”. The éampaign will 
open March 24th, General A. D. Me- 
Rae, National Campaign Chairman, 
announced here today. It will be the 
only national campaign this year on 
behalf of th men in uniform. 

Included in the campaign, said Gen- 
eral MéRae, will be: Canadian Leg- 
ion $916,100; Salvation Army $1,425- 
100; V. M. C. A. $1,741,000; V. W. C: 
A: $289,965; Knights of Columbus 
$705,000; I. O. D. E. 100,000. This 
leaves @ margin of $817,885 for the 
expansion which the campaign com- 
mittee believes will be required by 
Canada’s expanding war effort. 

“These organizations have united 
in response to a growing public de- 
mand”, explained General McRae. 
‘tit is unthinkable that we should have 
six or eight separate drives in time 
of war. By uniting, the organizations 
have removed the annoyance of num- 
erous appeals, the duplication of ef- 
fort and expense. For years business 
men, labour unions and newspapers 
have urged this step. Now the peop- 
le are getting what they have de- 
manded. *
